‘vertised ‘this year for buckwheat 
¢ontrol, however they. were not

Creep Feeding Little Pigs 
Experiments at the University 
have shown that pigs do better 
if they can start to feed while 
still on the sow. This can usu- 
ally be done quite easily by put- 
ting a small trough behind a 
‘guard rail so that the sow can- 
not get at it. There should also 
be fresh water \available to the 
little pigs. Usually. pigs. will 
tart ‘to eat at about ithree weeks 
of age as at this time the sow 
is not giving as much milk as 
they can use::

EDMONTON, Nov; 29 — Far- 
mers’ Union of Alberta “Round- 
up Day” exceeded expectations, 
it was stated here today by WD. 
Summers, director of the one- | 
day membership campaign. Fa-; 
vored by unusually mild wea- 
ther, for the time of year, and | 
backed by a record turnout of | 
some 8,000 canvassers, the drive! 
began under near-ideal condi- 
tions. 


Interest in the campaign was 
apparent from the extent of the 
area covered. Canvassing was 
carried on from the 49th paral- 
lel to the 57th parallel. There, 
the Keg River farming commun- 
ity undertook to canvass town- 
ship 101, over 600. miles due

Results are coming in. slowly 
from country districts las “fore- 
men” are reported -to be holding 
back final returns until “mop 
up” action had been finished. 

As at office closing time to- 
day, 20 percent of the foremen 
had made returns.
